Other  Sections  Try  Pecans 


Planting,  Cultivating,  Fertilizing,  Etc. 

Distance  to  Plant.  Pecans  for  shade  should  be  set  from  20  to  30 
feet  apart.  In  orchards  from  45  to  70  feet  depaiiding  on  the  quality 
of  soil.  We  consider  30  feet  by  GO  feet,  and  removing  one-half  of  the 
trees  when  they  begin  to  crowd  each  other;  an  ideal  method.  This  is 
better  and  more  prfitable  than  interplanting  with  fruit  trees. 

Suitable  Land.  Fifty  per  cent  of  the  land  in  the  cotton  belt  will 
grow  pecans  successfully.  This  land  should  be  such  that  it  can  be 
built  up  and  kept  in  a high  state  of  fertility.  It  should  contain  a 
great  deal  of  humus,  w’hich  should  be  kept  up  by  turning  under 
leguminous  and  other  crops.  A crop  as  valuable  as  a pecan  orchard 
deserves  your  very  best  farm  land,  whereas  pasture  land  and  poor 
land  foreshadows  a greater  or  less  degree  of  failure.  Avoid  the  fol- 
lowing kinds  of  land;  (a)  deep  poor  sandy  land,  (b)  washed  off  hill- 
sides, (c)  land  underlaid  with  hard  impervous  clay,  (d)  low,  wet  lands, 
too  wet  for  corn  and  cotton. 

Good  Trees.  We.  like  many  others,  have  found  from  costly  experi- 
ence the  importance  of  setting  vigorous  and  healthy  trees.  Dwarfish, 
runted  trees  will  not  grow  into  a profitable  orchard.  Our  nursery 
trees  are  given  the  very  best  of  care.  Under  the  most  favorable  con- 
ditions, and  measured  by  a reasonable  return  on  the  income  one  of 
these  trees  at  15  years  old  should  be  worth  from  $100  to  $500.  Don’t 
buy  shoddy  trees  and  expect  this  revenue. 

Varieties.  It  is  important  that  varieties  should  be  wisely  chosen. 
It  is  especially  important  to  choose  varieties  that  are  free  from  scab 
and  resist  insect  pests  common  to  your  section.  Pecans  have  their 
adaptability  to  latitude,  soil,  climate,  and  if  possible  you  should  find 
some  trees  bearing  under  your  same  conditions,  or  leave  your  selec- 
tion of  varieties  to  us.  We  are  in  touch  with  pecan  growers  over 
the  entire  pecan  belt  and  in  event  you  leave  selection  of  varieties  to 
us  we  will  try  and  give  you  the  varieties  best  suited  to  your  con- 
ditions. But  be  sure  to  state  if  your  land  is  upland  or  low  land.  We 
have  the  following  varieties  which  we  consider  the  cream  of  the  list: 
Burkett.  Halbert.  Texas  Prolific.  Kincaid,  Stuart,  Schley,  Delmas  and 
Success.  We  will  have  these  varieties  for  fall  of  1925  in  addition  to 
the  above:  San  Saba  Improved,  and  Alexander. 

Planting.  Directions  for  planting  accompanies  each  shipment:  Dig 
holes  2%  feet  square,  and  2 feet  deep.  Dig  an  additional  hole  with 
post  hole  digger  2 feet  deep  in  center  of  this  hole.  Set  tree  directly 
over  this  hole,  [t  is  important  to  set  trees  1 to  2 inches  deeper  than 
it  stood  in  nursery  row,  after  having  cut  off  all  broken  or  bruised 
roots.  Fill  in  aiound  tree  with  moist  rich  top  soil  only,  and  when  hole 
is  2/3  full  soak  well  with  water.  The  first  season  is  the  critical  stage 
in  transplanting  pecan  trees.  As  soon  as  trees  are  transplanted  from 
1/2  to  2/3  of  topsshapld  be  cut  off. 

Cultivaiion.  srovf  some  leguminous  crop  among  trees 

until  they  come  to  the  profitable  bearing  age.  Small  grain,  corn,  cane 
and  maize  should  be  avoided,  except  small  grain  might  be  used  as  a 
winter  cover  crop  and  turned  under  green.  The  summer  legume  should 
also  be  turned  under  while  green.  Peas  and  peanuts  have  been  our 
best  summer  legumes  in  this  section.  Beggar  weed,  vetch,  velvet 
beans  and  bur  clover  might  prove  successful  here.  Whatever  crops 
are  grown,  the  land  should  be  kept  constantly  on  the  up  grade  so  far 
as  fertility  is  concerned.  Young  pecan  trees  will  not  thrive  in 
Bermuda  grass.  It  is  very  important  to  give  the  young  orchard  in- 
tense cultivation,  and  keep  the  soil  near  the  trees  mulched  all  the  way 
through  the  summer  until  September.  We  cultivate  our  newly  plant- 
ed trees  every  ten  days  from  April  until  September. 

Fertilizing.  We  like  2 pounds  of  cottonseed  meal  thoroughly  mixed 
with  the  soil  that  fills  the  hole  in  planting  better  than  anything  we 
have  used  for  first  y^r.  One  bushel  barn  yard  manure  or  half  this 
amount  of  chicken  droppings  spread  around  the  tree  the  second  winter 
makes  pecan  grow  and  bear  young.  We  give  more  detailed  instruc- 
tions about  fertilizing  with  shipment  of  trees.  Pecan  trees  will  pay 
you  a dozen  times  for  your  care  and  fertilizer. 

New  Industry  Making  Many  Rich 

The  first  budded  pecan  trees  were  planted  in  1896  and  in  1904  there 
were  less  than  5000  budded  pecan  trees  growing  in  the  United  States, 
and  now  there  is  more  than  two  million.  There  are  now  thousands  of 
trees  clearing  their  owners  an  average  net  profit  of  more  than  $50  per 
tree.  Last  year  I sJiw  a tree  on  G.  W.  Lord’s  place  at  Richland 
Springs,  Texas,  that  produced  280  pounds  at  15  years  old,  which  crop 
sold  for  $140.00.  Bearing  pecans  groves  are  already  selling  from 
$1000.00  to  $2000.00  per  acre.  They  will  increase  in  value  as  the  years 
go  by. 

Food  Famine  Avoided 

Meat  production  consumption  is  gradually  declining  due  to 
grass  land  being  converted  into  agricultural  land.  The  population  is 
increasing  rapidly  and  we  must  have  a substitute  for  meat.  "To  nuts" 
says  Dr.  Kellogg,  “wt  must  look  for  the  future  sustenance  of  the  race. 
Fifty  years  from  now*the  nut  crop  of  the  United  States  will  far  exceed 
in  value  the  present  animal  industry.’’  The  people  of  the  United 
States  are  fast  changing  from  meat  eaters  to  nut  consumers.  In  1900 
there  was  shipped  into  the  United  States  3,000,000  pounds  of  nuts 
from  foreign  countries,  while  in  1922  there  was  imported  into  this 
country  59,000,000  pounds  of  nuts. 

Paper  Shell  Pecans  a Valuable  Food 

Burbank  said:  “Paper.shall  pecans  of  the  improved  varieties,  are 
the  most  delicious,  as  well  as  the  most  nutritious  nuts  in  the  world. 
They  are  higher  in  food  value  than  any  other  nuts,  either  native  or 
foreign.”  One  pound  of  pecan  kernels  is  equal  in  food  value  to  four 
pounds  of  choice  beefsteak  after  removing  the  bone.  They  contain  70% 
fat,  12%  protein,  a per  cent  of  carbonhydrates,  vitamines,  and*  are  a 
complete  substitute  for  meats.  We  serve  3 or  4 papershall  pecans  per 
person  on  our  table  for  each  person,  and  on  this  diet  with  no  meat  the 
manager  gained  16%  pounds  of  good  flesh  in  70  days.  Eat  pecans 
and  be  healthy.  Gro^  them  and  be  wealthy. 


Pecan  Trees  Grow  Where  Oak  Trees  Grew 

Pecan  trees  produce  more  pounds  of  nuts  per  acre  than  peanuts, 
while  the  peanut  is  depleting  the  soU  and  the  nut  brings  about  51-00 
per  bushel,  pecan  trees  hold  the  soil  and  the  nuts  bring  525.00  per 
bushel.  Around  us  there  are  thousands  of  acres  of  this  land  which 
has  been  growing  peanuts  which  will  make  ideal  pecan  groves.  The 
land  which  formerly  had  good  post  oak  trees  growing  on  it  underlaid 
with  red  clay  is  better  than  the  thin  shinnery  land  underlaid  with  joint 
clay.  This  sandy  upland  grows  a bearing  orchard  very  quickly,  and 
the  trees  produce  very  regularly.  1 would  recommend  that  Halbert 
and  Burkett,  be  used  extensively  in  these  orchards.  We  have  a 60- 
acre  young  orchard  on  thi.s  land  near  Stephenville.

This  budwood  is  cut  from 
bearing  trees  while  dormant  and  is  kept  in  moist  wood  shavings  in 
cold  storage  below  30  degrees.  0 narrival  keep  moist  and  lay  it  in 
sunshine  or  warm  place  from  3 to  5 days  or  until  the  bark  will  slip  if 
wanted  for  patch  budding.  For  grafting  ar  chip  budding  use  on 
arrival. 

Budding  Knife.  60c  each,  $6.00  dozen.  This  is  a good  strong  knife 
made  with  safety  razor  blades.
